This has been 
the third worst year in the his- 
tory of polio. While the year just 
ending has witnessed giant strides 
against this crippling disease, vic- 
tory is not yet won. 

The trial vaccine developed by 
Dr. James E. Salk was given last 
spring to 440,000 children. In 
Mississippi, 3,500 second-grade 
children in three counties (Hinds, 
Jones and Warren) received three 
injections each of the Salk polio 
vaccine. Now an evaluation of 
its effectiveness in preventing po- 
lio paralysis is being made at the 
University of Michigan. 

But up to now we cannot know 
whether the vaccine protected 
against paralylic polio, and we 
will not know until next spring. 
Meanwhile, the fight must go 
steadily on. ,

sissippi State College who slay 
for less money than they could

Pointing out that the two 
main components of any col- 
lege are the physical plant and 
the faculty, Dr. Hilbun writes 
that in many instances efforts 
io induce Mississippi students 
to attend Mississippi institutions 
are being nullified by inade- 
quate and outmoded living quar- 
ters. . 

But equally as pressing as the 
need for more and better dormi- 
tories, he says, ıs the necessity 
of maintaining a strong and com- 
petent faculty. 

“It is axiomatic that an institu- 
tion is no stronger than its fac 
says Dr. Hilbun. “It is 
also axiomatic that an institution 
gets, in terms of quality, what it 
is willing and able to pay for.”

Making even more imperative 
the need for maintaining a well 
qualified faculty is the fact that 
total college enroliments in Mis- 
sissippi are expected to exceed 

13,000 by 1970. 

This amounts to an increase of 
from 55 to 60 per cent over cur- 
rent registrations. And State Col- 
lege can reasonable be expected 
to wear the brunt of this increased 
enrollment.

In both cases the answer boils 
down to one word—MONEY! 

There’s honor and prestige in 
being a college professor, cer- 
tainly, but a man can’t feed 
his family on prestige. And 
college instructors have to eat, 
like everyone else. 

Dr Hilbun points out that from 
940 to 1950 earnings ın such 
elds as medicine, dentistry 
ind even manufacturing cmploy 
aent increased well over 100 per 
ent. During the same period the 
werage earnings of all college 
sachers in public institutions rose 
nly 42 per cent. As a result many 
younger people who were pre- 
parting themselves for teaching 
areers in higher education have 
turned to other, more fruitful en- 
leavors. 

While there are some. college 
ceachers in Mississippi who have 
remained, and who will remain, 
n their home state for less mom 
ey than they would receive else- 
where, most instructors simply 
annot afford to do so. 

If they leave it will not be 
easy to replace them with quali- 
tied personnel. The same low 
poy that they left cannot he ex 
pected to attract experienced re- 
placements. 

As a result, says Dr. Hilbun, 
“there is danger, very real dan- 
ger, that the quality of our in- 
struction may become second 
rate unless we hold our fac- 
ulty and procure other compe- 
tent versonnel to meet the needs 
of the coming increase in stu- 
dents.” 

And there is only one way to 
be certain of holding that foc 
ulty. Dr. Hılbun sums it up with 
this phrase, “relief in terms of ad 
ditional money for salary increas 
es.” 

Very few college teachers ever 
expect to accumulate a great deal 
of money or property, he says, 
but they should have enough pay 
to allow them to care for their 
families in reasonable comfort. 

Trapped in a situation where 
he sees no hope of reaching even 
that minimum = standard, an in 
structor is likely to turn to eny- 
thing that offers relief. Others

AGRICULTURAL PICTURE 
FOR 1955 

The predicted agricultural pic- 
ture for 1955 includes: f 

Continued high national econ- 
omy stabilized at about present 
levels. .. neither boom nor bust. 
Employment, production and con- 
sumer purchasing power to remain 
at about present levels. 

Domestic demand to remain 
fairly stable and may increäse 
some. Export demand should in- 
crease around 10 per cent—cotton 
is in favorable export position. 
Ifowever, supplies of most agri- 
cultural products are to continue 
large. 

Prices received by farmers will 
remain about the present level. 

Cotton. Supplies are a million 
bales higher than a year agọ, 


Both domestic and export de- 
mands are expected to increase. 
Carry-over August 1, 1955 will be 
about the same as a year earlier. 

Beef. Total cattle and calf num- 
bers may be down slightly. Total 
slaughter is expected to be about 
the same as 1954. Beef produc- 
tion in Mississippi may be down 
largely due to the drouth. Prices 
for better grades of steers, calves 
and heifers should average firm 
near or slightly higher than 1954 
prices. Lower grades may average 
slightly lower. 

Hog production 
continue to increase, but at a 
slower rate. Prices are expected 
to average considerably lower than 
in 1954. 

Sheep and lamb numbers and 
production to be down. Lamb 
prices are expected to be higher 
but it wil face keen competi- 
tion from all other meats. 

Broiler p-oduction may contin- 
ue to inerease—if so, prices are 
not expected to be any better 
than 1954 prices 

Esz production will continue to 
increase with more hens and 
pullets on farms Spring and sum- 
mer prices will be lower than 
a year at». Fewer replacement 
pullets are expected next fall. 

Dairy production is expected to 
be about the same or slightly high- 
er than in 1954. Total supplies 
will be higher than in 1954 due 
to large government holdings. 

Total consumption should in- 
crease at prices averaging about 
the same as in 1954. 

Truck crop demand expectcd to
